• Primary enclosures shall be kept reasonably free of excreta, 
hair, cobwebs and other debris by periodic cleaning. 

(♦♦Excessive feces and fur are present in and under several of the 
rabbit enclosures. Compacted feces present on the floor of both 
hiding areas in the newer hutch. Excessive compacted feces and fur 
are present in white hutch. 

**The floor and walls of small shed containing eleven rabbits and 
several caged birds is littered with feathers, bird dander, rabbit fur 
and spider webs.) 

• Construct facility of such material and of such strength as 
appropriate for the animals involved. Indoor and outdoor 
housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury 
and to contain the animals. 

(♦♦Several sharp stray wires are protruding into the sheep and goat 
enclosures. An area of fence along the sourthwest side of the 
enclosure housing two sheep has been damaged and approximately 
three feet tall. 

♦♦Shelter with the three largest goats is in disrepair with several 
sharp points are protruding from the enclosures sheet metal.) 

• Remove excreta from primary enclosures as often as 
necessary to prevent contamination of the animals contained, 
minimize disease hazards and reduce odors. 

(Excessive feces continues to cover the front portion of the cow and 
llama and donkey pens.)
